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Report  on  Bridges 

Town    of    Bath,    N.    H.,    1914,    by    Storrs  &   Storrs,  Bridge 
Engineers,  Concord,  N.  H. 


We  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  report  of  the 
bridge  engineers  employed  by  us  to  inspect  and  figure  the 
town's  bridges.  By  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  19  13,  bridges 
shall  be  made  to  carry  a  tendon  load  after  April  1,  1915. 


BRIDGE  NO  1,  BATH  VILLAGE  BRIDGE. 

On  account  of  the  age  of  this  bridge  and  its  general  condi- 
tion, we  do  not  advise  making  any  change  in  the  loads  which 
you  have  insisted  should  not  be  exceeded.  Your  guide  board 
states  two  tons.  The  bridge  might  carry,  and  probably  has 
within  recent  times,  loads  heavier  than  this  load,  yet  the  strains 
in  some  of  the  members  run  pretty  high  and  the  bridge  cannot 
be  considered  a  safe  bridge  for  heavy  loads. 

BRIDGE  NO.  2,  MINOT  BRIDGE. 

This  has  a  ten-foot  span,  the  stringers  are  8x8.  This  bridge 
is  all  right  as  long  as  the  timber  is  sound.  When  a  new 
bridge  is  built  if  you  build  a  permanent  bridge  with  steel  beams 
and  an  arched  concrete  floor,  for  a  16-foot  roadway  you  should 
have  6  -  10  in.  25  IK  Is.  The  cost  will  probably  be  about 
1190.00. 
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BRIDGE  NO.  8,    SARGENT  BRIDGE. 

The  span  is  23  feet.  The  stringers  are  about  8x8  and  are 
far  too  light  for  heavy  loads.  A  new  bridge  with  a  23-foot 
span  and  an  arched  concrete  floor  for  a  16-foot  roadway  would 
require  6-15  in.  42  lb.  Is,  and  the  total  cost  would  be  about 
$520.00. 

BRIDGE  NO.  9,    WOODSVILLE  BRIDGE. 

The  strains  in  some  of  the  members  of  this  bridge  figure 
pretty  high.  The  bridge  is  not  what  might  be  considered  a 
well-proportioned  bridge.  It  is  a  pretty  old  structure,  but  we 
would  not  makr  any  recommendations  until  we  have  made 
another  visit  to  the  bridge  and  given  it  another  inspection. 
This  we  will  do  at  some  time  when  we  are  in  the  vicinity,  and 
will  make  this  the  subject  of  a  special  letter. 

BRIDGE  NO.  10,  WILSON  BRIDGE. 

This  bridge  is  entirely  unfit  for  any  loads  that  might  pass 
over  a  highway.  We  recommend  building  a  new  steel  bridge, 
and  in  accordance  with  our  conversation  at  the  time  of  inspec- 
tion, we  will  send  you  a  sketch  or  plan  and  estimate  in  season 
for  you  to  submit  it  to  the  voters  at  the  next  town  meeting. 

BRIDGE  NO.  11,    SWIFTWATER  BRIDGE. 

This  is  a  through  truss  bridge  with  timber  arches.  The 
trusses  were  not  intended  for  a  single  span  bridge,  but  are 
answering  all  right  as  supports  for  the  arches.  Assuming  the 
whole  loads  on  the  arches  and  the  hangers,  the  bridge  is  all 
right  for  10-ton  wagon  loads.  The  floor  beams  figure  light 
for  these  loads,  but  will  carry  if  kept  sound  and  with  good 
planking,  so  that  the  loads  are  distributed  over  two  beams  or 
more. 
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BRIDGE  NO  3,  DEARTH  BRIDGE. 

This  is  a  steel  I  beam  bridge,  8-foot  span,  recently  built  by 
the  Canton  Bridge  Company,  with  corrugated  arched  concrete 
floor.  We  were  unable  to  measure  the  depth  of  the  I  beams? 
but  undoubtedly  it  is  all  right  for  any  loads  that  it  might  be 
called  upon  to  carry. 

BRIDGE  NO.  4,  REED  BRIDGE. 

This  has  a  span  of  ten  feet.  The  bridge  is  all  right  as  long 
as  the  timber  is  kept  sound.  A  new  bridge  with  steel  I  beams 
and  a  concrete  arched  floor,  for  a  16-foot  roadway,  would  re- 
quire 6-10  in.  25  lb.  Is  and  would  probably  cost  about 
$190.00. 

BRIDGE  NO,  5,  RAY  LONG  BRIDGE. 

This  has  a  ten-foot  span.  To  build  new,  with  arched  com 
crete  floor  with  a  16-foot  roadway  would  require  6-10  in.  25 
lb.  Is.      The  cost  would  be  about  $190.00. 

BRIDGE  NO,  6,  HIBBARD  BRIDGE. 

To  build  a  new  bridge  would  require  for  a  16-foot  roadway 
6-10  in.  26  lb.  Is  and  would  cost  about  $190.00. 

BRIDGE  NO.  7,  PETTYBORO  BRIDGE. 

The  span  is  18  1-2  feet.  The  stringers  are  10x10.  The 
strains  on  this  run  a  little  bit  high,  but  will  probably  answer 
all  right  for  five  or  six-ton  loads  as  long  as  the  timber 
is  kept  sound.  It  was  proposed  that  this  bridge  be  built  with 
a  15-foot  span  and  16-foot  roadway.  For  this  span  with  a 
concrete  arched  floor  you  would  require  6-12  in.  31  1-2  lb.  Is 
The  cost  of  this  would  be  about  $270.00. 
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BRIDGE  NO.  12,  FACTORY  BROOK  BRIDGE. 

A  new  bridge  built  with  an  arched  concrete  floor  with  a  16- 
foot  roadway  would  require  6-9  in.  21  lb.  Is,  and  would  cost 
about  $165.00. 

BRIDGE  NO.  13,  CLARKE  BRIDGE. 

This  has  a  14-foot  span,  the  stringers  are  about  8x8.  This 
figured  too  high  for  a  10-ton  wagon  load,  but  would  probably 
answer  all  right  for  light  loads  as  long  as  kept  sound.  A  new 
bridge,  14-foot  span  with  an  arched  concrete  floor  and  16-foot 
roadway,  would  require  6-10  in.,  25  lb.  Is.  This  would  prob- 
ably cost  about  $250.00. 

BRIDGE  NO.  14,  JACKMAN  BRIDGE. 

This  is  a  through  truss  bridge  with  wood  arch,  and  is  in 
good  shape  and  all  right  for  10-ton  wagon  loads.

PERMANENT    IMPROVEMENTS 

Modern  adjustable  desks  and  chairs  have  been  installed  in  Carbee 
and  Pettyboro.  A  new  woodshed  with  closets  has  been  built  at 
Carbee  and  about  eleven  feet  of  slate  blackboard  has  been  put  inboth 
Pettyboro  and  Nutter  schools.  A  map  of  the  United  States  has  been 
hung  in  every  school  and  mapsof  the  hemispheres  provided  thePetty- 
boro  school,  so  that  each  school  room  has  a  good  equipment  of  maps, 
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MEDICAL    INSPECTION 

At  the  last  school  meeting  the  district  voted  for  medical  inspec- 
tion of  the  schools.  Accordingly  the  school  board  engaged  Dr.  F. 
E.  Spear  who  carefully  examined  all  pupils  in  school  during  the 
spring  term.  In  all  cases  where  the  pupil  was  found  so  abnormal 
in  any  respect  as  to  interfere  with  his  school  work  notice  was  sent 
to  the  parents.  In  one  school  of  twenty-one  pupils  eleven  such  no- 
tices were  sent  home.  Some  of  the  cases  of  defective  vision  have 
been  treated  with  good  results  but  there  are  many  pupils,  particu- 
larly those  afflicted  with  adenoids,  whose  parents  do  not  realize  the 
vital  importance  to  the  child  of  having  these  defects  removed.  The 
good  results,  however,  seem  to  warrant  the  expense  to  the  district. 


THE    WORK    OF    THE    SCHOOLS 


During  the  present  school  year  four  of  the  five  teachers  in  town 
have  had  considerable  experience  and  the  result  has  been,  through- 
out the  schools,a  higher  grade  of  work,  better  attendance,  economy 
of  supplies  and  an  increasing  respect  for  the  property  of  the  school. 
The  salaries  average  somewhat  higher  than  in  previous  yeais  but 
the  results  are  commensurate.  Twelve  dollars  per  week  is  not  too 
much  to  pay  to  a  trained,  experienced  teacher  who  is  willing  to 
meet  the  varied  problems  of  the  modern  rural  school. 

With  the  teachers  of  the  Union  district  a  teachers'  club  has  been 
formed  which  meets  once  a  month  to  discuss  topics  of  mutual  in- 
terest. At  present  the  teachers  are  getting  into  usable  form  the 
history  of  Bath  which  is   to   be   taught   the   children   of   the    local 

schools. 

The  vocational  activities  of  the  Nutter  school,  which  were 
mentioned  in  detail  in  last  year's  report,  still  continue.  The  school 
and  community  have  added  to  the  school  equipment  a  wall  clock,  a 
set  of  dishes,  four  large  lamps  with  reflectors,  a  supplementary 
library  of  nearly  fifty  volumes  and  additional  tools  for  the  manual, 
work.  This  school  has  become  the  social  center  of  the  community 
as  all  rural  schools  should  be. 


Recommendations 

As  far  as  possible  trained  and  experienced  teachers  should  be 
kept  in  all  schools.  There  should  be  some  work  in  agriculture  and 
practical  arts  whenever  the  teacher  can  carry  it.  Medical  inspec- 
tion should  be  continued.  A  small  amount  should  be  raised  in  school 
meeting  to  be  used  for  prizes  at  the  annual  school  exhibit.  The 
outhouses  and  shed  at  Swiftwater  which  are  in  very  bad  condition 
should  be  put  in  good  repair.  Various  minor  repairs  on  curtains, 
windows,  doors,  etc,  are  needed  to  make  some  of  the  buildings  com- 
fortable and  attractive.  It  would  doubtless  be  economy  to  paint 
some  of  the  school  houses. 

CONCLUSION 

The  year  on  the  whole  has  been  one  of  satisfactory  progress. 
While  the  demands  of  our  rural  schools  are  increasing,  I  feel  that 
the  town  is  meeting  the  situation  in  a  liberal  spirit.  I  am  grateful; 
to  the  school  board  for  their  helpful  attitude,  to  the  teachers  for 
their  loyal  assistance  and  to  the  public  for  its  cordial  support.

To  the  School  Board  of  the  Bath  Union  School  District: 

I  herewith  present  my  fourth  annual  report,  the  eighth  in 
the  series  of  district  superintendent's  reports, 

ENROLLMENT 

At  the  time  of  writing  there  are  fifty-two  pupils  in  school, 
twenty-three  in  grades  I-III,  nineteen  in  grades  IV- VIII  and 
ten  in  the  high  school.  This  makes  the  registration  abont  the 
same  as  during  the  two  previous  years. 

GRADUATES 

Isabelle  M.  Dearth,  the  only  member  of  the  senior  class,  was 
graduated  from  the  high  school  in  June. 

Four  pupils  passed  the  final  examination  from  the  eighth 
grade  and  entered  the  English  course  of  high  school  in  Sep- 
tember.

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HIGH  SCHOOL 

Encouraging  features  -about  the  high  school  the  present  year 
are  an  entering  class  of  five,  an  English  course  and  a  principal 
of  experience  at  the  head.  The  addition  of  an  English  course 
has  been  a  move  in  the  right  direction.  The  two  courses  of 
study  are  here  given ; 

Firgt  year — Latin  Course :  English,  Algebra,  Latin,  Ancient 
History.  English  Course  :  English,  Algebra,  Ancient  History, 
Bookkeeping  and  Commercial  Arithmetic. 

Second  year — Latin  Course:  English, Geometry,Latin,French. 
English  Course:     English,  Geometry,  French,  English  History 

Teird  year — Latin  Course:  English, Physics, Latin,  French. 
English  Course:  English,  Physics,  French,  Mediaeval  and 
Modern  History. 

Fourth  year — Latin  Course  :  English,  Mathematics  Review, 
Latin,  American  History  and  Civics,  French  or  Chemistry. 
English  Course:  English,  Mathematics  Review,  American 
History  and  Civics,  French,  Chemistry. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

The  district  should  appropriate  a  small  amount  of  money  to 
be  used  for  prizes  at  the  annual  school  exhibit.  Additional 
equipment  is  needed  such  as  maps,  apparatus  for  the  laboratory, 
a  desk  for  the  primary  room,  etc.  I  should  say  that  about  forty 
dollars  are  needed  for  this  purpose.  Eighty-five  dollars  should 
be  enough  for  text  books  and  supplies. 

I  thank  all  who  have  been  associated  with  me  in  the  work 
of  the  year  for  the  most  cordial  co-operation  which  has  char- 
acterized our  relations.

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Report  of  School  Board. 


The  report  of  the  superintendent  which  preceeds  this- 
shows  the  progress  in  the  schools  the  past  year.  Mrs. 
Ellen  Chase,  Miss  Mary  DeGross  and  Miss  Winifred 
Sargent  have  passed  the  state  examinations, making  thenr 
"qualified"  teachers.  This  entitles  them  to  two  dollars 
per  week  each,  which  is  now  advanced  by  the  district, 
but  will  be  made  up  by  the  state  in  the  annual  appropria- 
tions, received  about  January  i  st,  1916.  Miss  DeGross 
and  Miss  Sargent  attended  the  Summer  School  at  Ply- 
mouth, which  has  proved  beneficial. 

There  are  two  pupils  from  outside  the  district,  this 
year,  in  the  high  school. 

The  basement  was  thoroughly  cleaned  in  September 
and  a  plank  walk  laid  through  the  sand  to  both  toilets, 
at  a  cost  of  seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 

On  account  of  the  shortage  in  the  amount  raised  by 
the  district  in  1913  we  were  obliged  to  borrow  $300  in 
May  to  finish  out  the  school  year.  The  interest  on  this 
amounted  to  $12.90. 

We  agree  with  the  superintendent  in  that  $50  is 
needed  for  prizes  and  additional  apparatus,  and  $85  for 
books  and  supplies.

The  library  now  contains  3224  volumes,  212  having 
been  added  during  the  past  year.  Of  this  number,  53 
were  presented  by  Mr.  William  S.  Parker  of  Bath,  1  by 
Mrs.  Jessie  B.  Moulton  of  Bath,  1  by  Mrs.  L.  A.  New- 
comb,  of  East  Dedham,  Mass.,  2  by  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  and  the  balance  purchased  with  money  ap- 
propriated by  the  town. 

The  library  has  also  been   presented  by  Mr.   B.   B. 
Gale,  with  a  picture  of  Dr.  John  French,  who  came  to 
Bath  in  1822,  and  practiced  his  profession  here  for  more 
than  thirty  years. 

Number  of  books  loaned  during  the  year:
